Caylor Is Told His 
Cannot Appear On 
Name 
Ballot

The secretary' of state’s office 
late yesterday ruled that Thom­ 
as 0. Caylor, one of eight candi­ 
dates competing in the June 4 
special election in the Sixth 
Congressional District, cannot 
appear on the ballot 
Caylor. generally regarded as 
the strongest Republican in the 
crowded field, told the Inde- 
pendent-Joumal last night that 
unless the issue can be resolved 
administratively within a few 
days "we will go to the courts." 


At issue are apparently con­ 
tradictory sections of the Elec­ 
tions Code dealing with the 
residency of persons circulating 
nom ination petitions. Section 
6500 says the candidate can 
select as a verification deputy 
anyone living within the county, 
while Section 6502 5 says five 
sponsors circulating nomination 
petitions for a candidate must 
select the deputy from within 
the district, the candidate ex­ 
plained

Nixon Granted Time 
To Answer Subpoena 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon, at his request, has 
been given five more days to 
answer a House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee subpoena for tapes and 
other materials relating to 42 of 
his Watergate related conversa­ 
tions, a White House spokes­ 
man said today. 
The original deadline for re­ 
sponding to the subpoena which 
seeks m atenal for the commit­ 
tee’s impeachment inquiry was 
IO a m. EDT tomorrow. The 
extension moves the deadline 
back to next Tuesday. 
Deputy Press Secretary Ger­ 
ald L. Warren said only that 
Nixon asked for the extension 


because the project was so 
time-consuming House Repub­ 
lican Leader John J. Rhodes of 
Arizona said he understood the 
tapes were "of very poor quali­ 
ty” and the White House staff 
was having difficulties tran­ 
scribing them. 
In describing the project as 
"tim e consuming," Warren in­ 
dicated that Nixon was not 
planning to hand over the ac­ 
tual tapes. 
Instead, he said the staff had 
been hard at work "compiling" 
material, suggesting that Presi­ 
dent Nixon plans to send tran­

Caylor argued that only Sec­ 
tion 6500 applies in his case 
since he is an announced candi­ 
date. and did not use the spon­ 
sor method (rf circulating nomi­ 
nation papers. 
Under the code section cited 
by the secretary' of state's of­ 
fice, Caylor would have only 38 
signatures on his nomination 
petitions — two short of the 
minimum needed to qualify for 
the ballot. Under the other sec­ 
tion, he would have 58 signa­ 
tures, he said. 
Caylor said Sacramento offi­ 
cials told him that while either 
section could apply, the deci­ 
sion on which applied was up to 
them The candidate, however, 
insisted that "w e’re not going 
to be forced out of the ballot, 
one way or the other," he 
declared. "This is an adminis­ 
trative decision, and I’m not 
going to fall for it." 
The dispute does not affect 
Caylor’s separate candidacy rn 
the regular June 4 primary 
election for the Republican 
nomination in the Fifth Con­ 
gressional District. This is for a 
full two-year term in the re­ 
numbered district, while the 
special election in the Sixth 
District is to fill the unexpired 
term through this year of Wil­

Caylor is banking, however.

Existing "second units" — 
defined as a dwelling with sepa­ 
rate kitchen facilities — must 
be brought up to county stan­ 
dards before they can be legal­ 
ly occupied, the ordinance pro­ 
poses New units must be built 
to county codes. 
(There is scant information 
available on the number of 
illegal second units in Marin as 
county officials generally have 
"looked the other way" except 
when neighbors have com ­ 
plained According to planning 
officials, landlords are reluc­ 
tant to discuss their second 
units for fear (rf abatement ") 
Long. Friedm an and Mrs. 
Duncan said the restrictions 
and red tape would prove 
"counter productive" to provid­ 
ing more low and moderate- 
cost housing. 
Mrs. Azevedo and Mrs. Sessi 
said they supported it, while 
com m issioners Rebecca W. 
Wat kin and Gilbert P. Murphy 
were absent. 
The chore of screening those 
seeking such housing would be 
the job of the county housing 
authority, and Wallace K Shep­ 
herd, executive director of the 
agency, yesterday voiced his 
support.

Those funds 
would be used to subsidize 
housing elsewhere 
"If the tenant does not agree 
to above, he shall be given 90 
days to vacate the second 
unit," it continues. 
If he resided in the unit be­ 
fore enactment of the ordi­ 
nance, he still would be re­ 
quired to meet the low to 
moderate-income requirements 
or agree to pay extra — or

The planning dep artm en t 
staff was urged by commission­ 
er- to rewrite or delete portions 
of this section to lighten its 
tone. 
Long, who said the ordinance 
"may be a fine piece of social 
engineering," suggested second 
units be permitted in limited 
areas without rent controls, as 
a test. 
"In the long run, this ordi­ 
nance will turn people off be 
cause of the contractual ar 
ra n g e m e n ts and fin a n c ia l 
requirements." he said, urging 
that rents be left to a free 
market. 
Long added that no informa­ 
tion had been presented to show 
low and moderate-income per­ 
sons were being pnced out of 
the free market 
He and Friedman questioned 
the county cost of carry ing out 


of the proposed ordinance and 
were told by Planning Director 
Werner Von Gundell it would 
not be extremely costly because 
the dem and for such units 
would not be heavy.

their way through thick jungle 
today to the scattered wreckage 
of a Pan American World Air­ 
ways jetliner and reported they 
found no .survivor among the 
107 passengers and crew 
A San Rafael man. Edward J. 
Keating. 43. was flight engineer 
on the Boeing 707 
Keating, his wife, Maureen 
and their four children had 
lived in Marin about four years, 
having moved from the East 
Coast. The family home is at 62 
Oakdale Avenue 
Keating had worked for Pan 
Am since 1966. officials said. 
The big plane, with 107 pas­ 
sengers 
and crew aboard, 
crashed yesterday between two 
m ountain peaks on the ap ­ 
proach to the Denpasar airport 
on the Indonesian resort island 
of Bali. 
Just before the crash, the 
pilot had radioed he had the 
runway in sight, 37 miles away. 
Witnesses said they saw flames 
a.N the plane hit a mountainside 
a few hundred feet from the 
peak 
Indonesian officials said they 
would withhold an official an­ 
nouncement about the fate of 
those aboard the plane until 
army rescue teams reach the 
area early Wednesday. 
The plane with 26 Americans 
aboard had left Hong Kong for 
Los Angeles with intermediate 
stops in Denpasar, Sydney and 
Honolulu. There were 96 pas­ 
sengers aboard.

Fairfax Town Council Orders 
Crowe's Removal On Two Counts 


Fairfax Town Administrator 
Robert E. Crewe, facing trial 
for his part in a post-election 
braw l last m onth, was dis­ 
charged by the town council 
last night. (Another Fairfax 
Town Council story, Page 12.) 
The council said that Crewe 
had in effect resigned when he 
refused to prepare the town's 
1974-75 budget and when he 
failed last week to report for 
work afte r his accum ulated 
sick leave time had expired. 
Crowe has been suspended 
from duty pending outcome (rf 
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crim inal proceedings against 
him. and last week rejected a 
proposal that he perform limit­ 
ed budget duties 
(Crewe reported in a letter to 
the council last Monday that 
while he is willing to return to 
work as city administrator, he 
could not do so under terms of 
the council's budget prepara­ 
tion offer.) 
The council, not mg Crowes 
sick leave expired last Thurs­ 
day, voted 4-to-l to "consider 
him to have resigned." Fresh­ 
man councilm an Jean-M arie 
Mahoney opposed the action. 
The council m ajority also. 


agreed that Crowe will be paid 
about 30 days worth of accumu­ 
lated vacation time after an 
audit of his work record, and 
said he may collect personal 
effects from hut desk at city 
hall after seeking permission 
from Mayor Frank R. Egger. 
"If he doesn’t show up for 
work, he has submitted his 
resignation,” said councilman 
Albert E. Lately “ We’re toler­ 
ating a complete insubordina­ 
tion," he declared. 
Although the council essen 
Dally fired Crowe last night, it 
balked at use of the term.

TEL AVIV (UPI) — Labor Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin, a war hero turned politician, moved to 
form a new coalition government today after 
Israel’s leading political party 
chose him to succeed outgoing 
Prime Minister Golda Meir. 
Rabin, the son of Russian immi­ 
grants, would become Israel’s first 
“sabra” native born leader if he 
accomplishes the difficult task of 
putting together a workable coali­ 
tion. 
The freckle-faced, 52-year-old Ra­ 
bin conceded, however, the “real 
possibility” he w’ould fail to find enough coalition 
.partners and have to ask President Ephraim 
TCatzir to call new elections. 
■ The Labor party’s Central Committee selected 
Rabin yesterday to succeed Mrs. Meir, one of 
Israel’s founders. 


Sadat Assassination Try Fails 


BEIRUT (UPI) — Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat escaped death last week during an assassi­ 
nation attempt that claimed 20 lives on the 
streets of Cairo, the Beirut newspa­ 
per Al Anwar said today. 
The newspaper said Sadat’s mo­ 
torcade came under fire Thursday 
afternoon as he drove to Cairo’s 
Technical Military Academy after 
guerrillas had attacked the institu­ 
tion. 
The newspaper said 20 persons, 
including four members of Sadat’s 
bodyguard staff, were killed and 
dozens were wounded in the machine gun attack 
on the motorcade.

A poll published today in the 
newspaper L'Aurore gave left 
ist Francois Mitterand 44 per 
cent of the first-round vote in 
next month's presidential elec­ 
tion 
The poll said his two main 
Gaullist opponents would trail 
far behind with Finance Minis­ 
ter Valery Giscard d'Estaing 
getting 24 per cent and former 
Prim e Minister Jacques Cha- 
ban Delmas 19 per cent 
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The sources said the Saigon 
military command lost radio 
contact with the three scattered 
militia outposts yesterday and 
the bases were presumed over­ 
run by attacking Viet Cong.

Battle Lines 
On No-Fault 
Bill Drawn 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Senate floor leader for a nation­ 
wide no-fault auto insurance 
bill has opened the debate by 
attacking opponents of the mea­ 
sure 


Sen. Frank E Moss, D-Utah, 
included President Nixon and a 
lawyers’ group yesterday in the 
first salvo of what could be a 
long and bitter floor fight. 


Whatever the outcome, the 
controversy has apparently- 
generated an outpouring of 
mail and lobbyists, with con­ 
sumer groups on one side and 
the National Trial Lawyers As­ 
sociation on the other. 


Senate opponents have threat­ 
ened to fibilibuster against the 
bill 
Nixon, by opposing no-fault, 
has turned his back on consum­ 
ers and ignored the advice of 
administration officials in favor 
of the lawyers, Moss charged. 
The senator said Nixon is 
supporting lawyers "who earn 
a comfortable living at the ex­ 
pense of the auto accident vic­ 
tim " and bowing to "those who 
examine issues only from the 
standpoint of political expedien­ 
cy." 
A no-fault system would pro­ 
vide benefits for all persons 
hurt in car crashes without 
having blame and damages as­ 
sessed in time consuming litiga­ 
tion. 
The trial lawyers, many of 
whom depend on insurance cas­ 
es for their livelihood, are op­ 
posed to no-fault, as are some 
insurance companies. 
Moss said Nixon s opposition 
to the bill "adds fuel to the fire 
of those who argue that the 
President has lost the ability to 
govern wisely ." 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Un­ 
less Congress says otherwise, 
the practice of "plea bargain­ 
ing"’ by which defendants in 
high echelons and low seek to 
get off with light sentences, will 
soon emerge from the shadows 
of the law and be formally 
recognized as a proper tool in 
the administration of justice. 
The Supreme Court yesterday 
sent revised rules for a wide 
range of pretrial criminal pro­ 
ceedings, including plea bar­ 
gaining, to Congress. They will 
become a part of federal court 
rules on July I unless Congress 
wants to amend or reject them. 
The rules grew out of 1967 


proposals by a committee of the 
American Bar Association and 
were later revised by the U.S. 
Judicial Conference, which is 
made up of federal judges. 
Other proposed changes in­ 
volve greater disclosure of evi­ 
dence between the defense and 
prosecution, a fuller explana­ 
tion of rights of the defendant 
when he pleads guilty or “ no 
contest" and emphasis on issu­ 
ance of a summons instead of 
an arrest warrant to start a 
prosecution 
Under plea bargaining a de­ 
fendant can, if the prosecution 
agrees, 
obtain 
a 
reduced 
charge or a mild sentence in 


exchange for a 
contest" plea. 
guilty or "no 


One of the most famous in­ 
stances occurred last fall when 
the Justice Department, seek­ 
ing to avoid a constitutional 
crisis, allowed Spiro T. Agnew 
to resign as vice president and 
avoid a jail sentence in return 
for a “ no contest” plea to a 
charge of income tax evasion. 


But the practice takes place 
much more frequently and qui­ 
etly in routine criminal cases, 
often involving indigent defend­ 
ants who are advised by attor­ 
neys to plead to a lesser charge 


rather than stand trial. 
"In the past, plea discussions 
and agreements have occurred 
in an informal and largely in­ 
visible manner,” the Judicial 
Conference com m ittee said.

If the coun­ 
ty financed the remaining $310 
million, “this would translate 
into a tax rate for the city- 
centered corridor equivalent to 
$1.20 in 1980. . . and $1.54 in 
1990," says the report. 


BEAR IN MIND, this would 
be on top of the tax rates levied 
for everything else. It is part of 
the reason the typical San Ra­ 
fael homeowner will have to 
pay $306 more taxes in 1990 if 
the plan is carried out than if it 
is abandoned. 
The other part of the reason 
is that, by limiting new non­ 
subsidized construction, the 
county plan will result in lower 
assessed valuation than would 
normally accrue — despite the 
fact that, according to McDo­ 
nald, Baxter and Smart, the 
average dwelling unit will cost 
$4,100 more in 1990 with the 
plan in effect than without it. 


THESE FACTS emerge from 
the figures: 


The Marin County General 
Plan will intensify, rather than 
diminish, the trend toward Ma­ 
rin's becoming a “ suburb only 
for the rich." 
Financial gainers from the 
plan will be those who, as the 
consultants phrase it, m ove 
away after having “ done com ­ 
paratively well by their invest­ 
ment in a home in Marin 
The young people who grew 
up in San Rafael, their parents 
who regard a home as som e­ 
thing more than an investment, 
the thousands who lose jobs 
here because of restrictions on 
growth and em p loym ent — 
they will be the losers. 
ii this m essage from McDo­ 
nald. Baxter and Smart’s re­ 
port gets through to those in

PITTSBURGH (UPI) - Sev­ 
eral of the nation’s largest oil 
producing companies, including 
Standard Oil Co (Indiana) and 
Gulf Oil. have reported first 
quarter earnings considerably 
higher than a year ago. 
Gulf said yesterday its first 
quarter figure at $290 million, 
or $ 1.49 per share, up 76 per 
cent over the 1973 quarter when 
income was $165 million, or 80 
cents a share. 
Indiana S tandard’s firs t 
quarter figures for 1974 were 
even more impressive with esti 
mated earnings of $210 million, 
81 per cent higher than for the 
same period the previous year 
The per share figures were 
13, compared with $1 74 last

The Standard report attnbut 
H the major portion of the 
increase to what it termed high 
er foreign petroleum earnings 
and increased profits from 
chemical operations 
Ashland Oil Inc., Ashland, 
Ky , reported a 40.5 per cent 
increase in earnings in the six 
months ended March 31 to $2 15 
a share from SI 50 a year ago. 
Net income was $53.8 million 
against $38.3 million a year 
ago.

Swearingen said such interest 
was proper, “ but earnings can­ 
not be viewed in isolation.

Legislators Propose 
Black Unit 


That Stokes Be Fired 


SACRAM ENTO (U P I) - 
Twenty San Francisco Bay 
Area legislators today in effect 
called for the firing of B R 
Stokes, general manager of the 
Bay Area Rapid Transit Dis­ 
trict (BART). 
Two resolutions signed by the 
lawmakers were presented to 
the BART Board of Directors at 
a hearing of the Senate Public 
Utilities Committee. 
The resolutions stated that it 
was in "the interest of the state 
that new management be as 
sured by BART S board of di­ 
rectors before any state funds 
or authorizations or any new 
revenue source are committed 
for BART’s use." 
BART faces the possibility 
that it will have to shut down 
this fall unless it receives addi­ 
tional funds 
Nello J. Bianco, president of 
the BART board, said "while I 
personally believe that a new 
general manager for BART is 


necessary, the near prospect of 
a system shutdown will not 
necessarily be changed by the 
dismissal of the current general 
manager ” 
Sen Alfred E. Alquist, D-San 
Jose, said BART is four years 
behind schedule and "almost a 
half a billion dollars over esti­ 
mated cost.” 
Alquist asked, "would any 
reasonable person deny that at 
least a significant portion of the 
delay or cost increase is due to 
mismanagement.”

The Fairfax Town Council, 
grappling with a controversial 
plan to develop the Buon Gusto 
Restaurant site off Sir Francis 
D rake Boulevard, last night 
booted the proposal back to the 
town design and environmental 
review board. (Another Fairfax 
City Council story, page I.) 
The council said the advisory’ 
board should seek a compro­ 
mise with landowner Eleanor 
McCardle Jean and McKeon 
Construction Co. of Sacramento 
for development of between 52 
and 80 units on the 3.44-acre 
site. 
Mayor Frank R. Egger and 
Councilman Randall Garrison 
opposed the action. Egger said 
that even 52 units "would be 
outrageous on that property,” 
G arrison 
thought 
52 units 
should be the “absolute maxi­ 
m um ” of development. 


Garrison noted the design and 
environmental review board al­ 
ready has reviewed pla/is for 
the site and recommended the 
developm ent not exceed 52 
units. 
Attorney Peter Brekhus, rep­ 
resenting Mrs. Jean, said that 
52 units would not be feasible 
economically, adding that coun­ 
cil approval of such a density 
would be the death knell for the 
project. He suggested 65 units 
be allowed. 
Brekhus last night appeared 
to appeal a design and environ­ 
mental review board action on 
the project’s environmental im­ 
pact. The board essentially had 
accepted the docum ent but 
urged only 52 units be allowed. 
Brekhus pointed out th at, 
while the city general plan calls 
for a maximum of 52 units on 
the property, the city zoning

ordinance would allow up to 98 
units. 
"I want to appeal to your 
sense of fairness,” he said, 
claiming Mrs. Jean was prom­ 
ised by city leaders in the 1960s 
that appallm ent units would be 
approved for the site if a pro­ 
posal for a shopping center was 
dropped. 
A parade of Fairfax citizens 
criticized the proposed develop­ 
m ent, while several citizens 
backed development plans. 
One man said the plan to 
build 20 one-bedroom a p a rt­ 
m ents and 60 two-bedroom 
apartm ents in 15 two-story 
structures “has all the charm 
of . . . a ruin,” and added the 
development was "ugly . . . and 
repugnant.” 
W illiam Anker of Olema 
Road cited sewage problems, 
saying the sewerage system is 
already overloaded. 


Others cited traffic problems 
and design concerns. 
One woman however, d e­ 
clared Mrs. Jean has "property 
rights and has the right to build 
as she feels proper.” Form er 
councilman Robert R. Souza, 
noting Mrs. Jean is a 55-year 
resident of Fairfax, said some 
development of the site should 
be allowed or “for God’s sake, 
le t’s buy it . . . som ew here 
along the line there are proper­ 
ty rights.” 
At several points during the 
two-hour hearing on the m atter, 
tempers boiled over and mem­ 
bers of the audience engaged in 
brief shouting matches. 
The council majority eventu­ 
ally decided to send the m atter 
back to the design review 
board, after first rejecting a 
move by Albert E. Gately and 
Jean-Marie Mahoney to tenta­ 
tively set density at 65 units.

The woman in her teens and 
early 20’s is "less guilt-ridden" 
about having an abortion today 
than an older woman, and in 
many instances, her feelings of 
guilt are actually feelings of 
foolishness for not preventing 
an unwanted pregnancy, ac­ 
cording to panelists from Marin 
family planning agencies, who 
spoke last night at the Young 
Women's Christian Association. 


i ’m not sure there are spe­ 
cific post abortion blues. Some 
feel blue, others don't. Many 
have relief." said H erm ine 
Watkins, a nurse practitioner. 
Other speakers at the Knowl­ 
edge Is Power program, "Post 
Abortion Blues," were counse­ 
lors Verene D’Angeli of Family 
Planning. Marin Health Depart 
ment, and Susan Kirby of the 
Planned Parenthood Associa- 
I 
tion 


Physically the body goes 
through trem endous changes 
after an abortion as it does 
after a pregnancy, said Mrs. 
W atkins, and any hormonal 
change can cause emotions of 
elation or depression The body 
"doesn't go back to normal in 
one day" and there s a nc*ed to 
heal emotionally as well as 
physically, she said 


The biggest problem, though, 
is educating and preparing 
women so they feel "good about 
what they believe in or what 
they want to believe in" since 
society still says "pretty much 
that an abortion is a no-no," 
said Mrs. Watkins. 


"GUILT IS no longer con­ 
cerned with m orality,” said 
Mrs Kirby who counsels wom­ 
en under 18 and Miss D’Angeli 
added that younger people often 
feel guilty about getting into a 
situation that would "harass 
their parents 
"There’s more of a stigma on 
the married woman.” added 
Mrs Kirby, "It s more accepta­ 
ble for the teen-ager" to have 
an abort Kin 
While the majority of women 
interviewed by Miss D’Angeli 
are between 18 and 25, some 
are in the 40’s, And a surprising 
number of these women have 
not been using contraceptives, 
she said 
The teen ager who gets preg­ 
nant is often "really not ready 
to accept the responsibility of 
sex" or the fact that she is 
sexually active, and therefore 
refuses to use contraceptives, 
said Mrs Kirby.

" It’s the day after when the 
realization is there — that s 
when you need contact," said 


another woman who said "intel­ 
lectually” she didn t want to 
have a child, but emotionally 
she felt she needed to become 
pregnant. 
"I don’t believe in accidental 
pregnancies," said one woman, 
"Many times, subconsciously, a 
woman is looking for something 
— for the older woman it s 
something to do, for the young­ 
er woman it’s rebellion ” 
That also includes women in 
their 40’s who subconsciously 
get pregnant as a "last grab at 
youth,” said Miss D’Angeli 
Women have to get "to a 
place so that they can read 
their feelings — "who wants to 
be a mother or who doesn’t," 
said a nurse in the audience.

Take baskets: 
I’ve always 
been a basket freak personally. 
Baskets are so useful; they can 
hold anything, from soup to 
nuts, flowers, plants, yarn, 
m agazines, old new spapers, 
fruit candy — I could go on ad 
infinitem. 


In my home, for example, I 
use big sturdy baskets as an 
informal holding pattern for the 
two hundred thousand bits of 
paper, newsprint and mail my 
husband hoards. 
Baskets are also beautiful;

TODAY'S FLOOR pillows are 
covered in all kinds of things, 
from left-over scraps of oriental 
rugs, to provincial prints to 


needlepoint, embroidery or cro­ 
cheting. I made a whole set of 
handy pillows out of one an­ 
tique comforter that was too 
torn in spots to restore; it was 
easy to carve out enough intact 
quilting for my comforters and 
in a modem room they are a 
splendid bit of nostalgia. 


And plants; it seems impossi­ 
ble to realize that less than IO 
years ago it was a hassle to 
find good house plants. Today, 
living, breathing plants have 
become an essential part of the 


environmental design of our 
homes; green plants and small 
trees, flowering plants, bulbs 
and dried flowers from last 
summer. 


The good news is that we’ve 
learned to combine them. The 
plants are contained in the bas­ 
kets; the baskets sit alongside 
the cushions; everything works 
with everything to make the 
best of all possible rooms, a 
space with the textures, and 
comforts and colors of a con­ 
temporary palace.

Older, Wiser Women 
Seen In Next Century 


BOSTON (AP) — Older and 
wiser may well be the way to 
describe the 21st Century wom­ 
an. one expert says. 
By the year 2000, the median 
age for women will be about 35 
and the average woman will be 
better educated in a greater 
yartily of fields. So predicts W. 
Siane Bowler, chairman of the 
board and chief executive offi­ 
cer of Pioneer Western Corp., a 
national financial services or­ 
ganization. 
Bowler said a woman in the 
vt ar 2000 will live longer, bene­ 
fiting from major medical dis­ 
coveries and will be in signifi­ 
cantly better health during her 
nior years. Consequently, he 
.aids, two careers will be possi­ 
ble: pre-and post-retirement. 
Woman, he adds, will remain 
in school longer, taking advan­ 
tage of community colleges and 
technical training facilities. 
New teaching techniques utiliz­ 
ing computer technology will 
enable hor to learn at home as 


well, he said 
Women will make up 45 per 
cent of the work force of the 
future as compared to today’s 
39 per cent, Bowler predicts, 
adding, “ Careers once reserved 
for men will now be open to 
female workers, particularly 
crafts and trades " 
He added that a woman's 
earning power will not yet 
match hor numerical strides 
forward, but she will be closing 
the gap by moving out of tradi­ 
tional female low-paid jobs 
Bowler said women, who will 
be older when they marry, will 
have two children. Technologi­ 
cal developments in household 
management will make it eas­ 
ier, he added, to combine child 
rearing with outside employ­ 
ment. 
Bowler said also that the 21st 
Century woman will be consci­ 
entious about planning future 
family security as longer life 
spans will require more mean­ 
ingful long-term budgeting.

No Tam Teachers JurorsWait A Guilty Verdict 
Will Be Released reeded 
In Ranger Death

Making good a promise made 
last month. Tam alpais High 
School District trustees last 
night voted to eliminate a $600,- 
000 deficit in next year’s budget 
without firing any teachers or 
administrators. 
Acting unanimously and re­ 
ceiving prolonged applause 
from an audience of about 150 
persons, trustees told Supt. 
Robert D. Torrey to notify 36 
district teachers and adminis­ 
trators that they will be rehired 
next year. 
The 36 previously had been 
notified they might not be re­ 
hired as trustees earmarked 16 
programs for possible elimina­ 
tion next year to meet the 
deficit. But at that time, trust­ 
ees pledged to seek other budg­ 
et cuts which would allow the 
teachers and administrators to 
keep their jobs 
‘i f we accept the proposition 
that the quality of education 
starts with the teacher . . . then 
I think we have enough mater! 
a) before us to say that we will 
not release these teachers,” 
said Jerrold M Ladar. board 
president. 
Lader tempered his remark 
with a warning that had be­ 
come familiar during nine pre­ 
vious hearings on the budget 
deficit: keeping the 36 teachers 
and administrators will mean 
all district staff will receive a 
lower pay raise next year than 
would have been possible had 
the 36 been fired 
Torrey told trustees that 
teachers have not compromised 


their demand for a 15 per cent 
salary increase which would 
add $1.1 million to the deficit. 
(Several proposals before trust­ 
ees for balancing the budget, 
including Torrey's own, grant 
only a 4 per cent raise.) 
Trustees now face the task of 
weeding through suggested 
budget cuts which range from 
reducing telephone expenses to 
cutting district reserves in the 
tentative $12.3 million budget 
for 1974-75. Not only must trust­ 
ees make cuts to eliminate the 
$600,000 deficit, but they also 
must earmark $75,000 in reduc­ 
tions for each I per cent pay 
increase granted to district em­ 
ployees. 
i f we end up needing to cut 
$75,000, I think its very easy to 
see where that would come 
from.” Ladar noted. “That’s I 
per cent " 
.Although the 36 were spared 
last night, trustees left unan­ 
swered the fate of five district 
teachers who were hired on 
one-year contracts for 1973-74. 
Included in the five is the 
teacher of the popular auto 
shop class at Tamalpais High 
School 
Because the five were on 
temporary contracts, releasing 
them does not require the elab­ 
orate notification procedure 
which applied to the other 36 
teachers and adm inistrators 
Trustees indicated that the five 
contracts would be reviewed 
individually in the course of 
regular budget deliberations 
which begin next month. 


Redwood High Given 
Extra Vacation Time 


Different school calendars, 
one for Redwood High School 
and another for the other 
schools in the Tamalpais High 
School District, were approved 
last night by district trustees 
The Redwood calendar differs 
from that of Tamalpais and Sir 
Francis Drake high schools in 
allowing an extra winter vaca 
lion which has been dubbed a 
“ ski vacation” in elementary 
districts which adopted similar 
schedules.

Patrick. 4<), was the first Na­ 
tional Park Service ranger ever 
to be murdered in the line of 
duty. 
His body was discovered on 
fog-shrouded Mount Vision road 
early in the morning of Aug. 5. 
He had been shot three times, 
once through the heart 
An investigation by the Fed­ 
eral Bureau of Investigation led 
to the arrest of Bowers, Alan 
Wale, 24, and Jonathan Shoher, 
28 Wale and Shoher are await­ 
ing separate trials 


At the time (rf his arrest in 
connection with the murder. 
Wale already was in jail on a 
charge of robbing a Berkeley 
bank. After two trials, he was 
convicted of bank robbery and 
sentenced to prison. 
During his robbery trials. 
Wale said he would not testify 
in the murder case. But on 
April 3, the day before the start 
of the Bowers trial. Wale gave 
a signed confession, naming 
Bowers as the trigger man and 
implicating himself and Shoher. 
W ale testified during the 
murder trial that he, Shoher 
and Bowers went to Point 
Reyes on Aug 5 to hunt deer 
with crossbows — an activity 
illegal in the national park at 
any time of the year. 
He said that when the ranger 
stopped them, shined a flash­ 
light in their car and spotted 
crossbows and guns, Bowers 
shot and killed him

Warm Springs Study 
Labeled Inadequate 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
An engineering geologist de­ 
scribed as the world's foremost 
authority on earthquake risks 
to manmade structures said 
yesterday he considered the 
studies made for the proposed 
Warm Springs Dam inade­ 
quate 


Lloyd S. Cluff of Oakland said 
he was not satisfied with the 
studies the U S. Corps of Engi­ 
neers has done to evaluate the 
earthquake activity of the Dry 
Creek fault and the Healdsburg 
fault in the vicinity of the dam 
14 miles along Dry Creek from 
Healdsburg in Sonma County 
Cluff was asked by Paul Kay- 
fetz, attorney for the environ­ 
mental groups and individuals 
bringing suit against the dam, 
whether he would ‘‘feel com­ 
fortable” having his family live 
in Healdsburg down (he canyon 
from the dam without further 
geological analysis 
Over objections from Assist­ 
ant I' S Attorney Rodeny Ham­ 
blin and after U.S. 
District 
Judge Spencer Williams limited 
the question to what Cluff 
knows of the Corps of Engi 
neers studies the geologist re­ 
plied 
“No ’ 
Cluff was to testify further as 
to whether construction of the 
$1 4 million rolled earth dam 
will tx* further delayed Work is 
presently held up pending de­ 
termination of the adequacy of 
its environmental impact study 
The dam is scheduled to be 
319 feet above the existing 


dream bed and would form a 
lake with a capacity of 381,000 
acre feet 
It would provide flood con­ 
trol. recreational facilities and 
a fish hatchery 
Robert Henn, another attor­ 
ney for the plaintiffs, said his 
clients would attempt to show 
that the environmental impact 
statement did not conform to 
law and has inadequately dis­ 
cussed earthquake effects, mer­ 
cury poisoning, geothermal 
problems and asbestos poison­ 
ing and failed to tell what the 
effect of the new water supply 
would be on the population of 
the* area 


Kayfetz said in his opening 
statem ent and in examining 
Cluff, the first witness, that the 
geological studies of the dam 
were made prior to 1967 and 
there had been an upheaval in 
the state of the science of geo­ 
logical engineering since the 
near failure of the Lower Van 
Norman Dam in the San Fer­ 
nando Valley in 1971. 
He said that dam had been 
certified as “completely safe” 
by the state of California, yet it 
nearly broke to send a ‘‘cata­ 
clysmic’’ wall of water down 
the canyon where 80,000 people 
could have died 
Since then, Kayfetz said, au 
tborities have installed more 
rigorous standards for deeming 
an earthquake fault ‘ inactive’ 
and have instituted “dynamic 
analyses” in determining the 
safety of dams. 


I-J Special Report 
SAN JOSE — The judge in 
the Ruchell Magee kidnap case 
yesterday ruled that the some 
180 Marin citizens who served 
on grand juries from 1962 to 
1970 or were considered for 
them, may not be ordered into 
court 
Judge William A Ingram in 
quashing the subpoenas for the 
form er grand jury panelists 
said that it was a “piecemeal” 
attack on the grand jury — and 
that the matter already had 
been decided 
Santa Clara County Deputy 
Public Defender Frank D. Katz 
had sought to question the Ma­ 
rin residents about their fi­ 
nances. social status, national 
origin and race, 
He had said, though, that if 
they filled out a questionnaire 
they might avoid a trip to court 
here 
The state Attorney General’s 
office, which is prosecuting Ma­ 
gee in his second trial in con­ 
nection with the August 1970 
shoot-out at the Marin Hall of 
Justice, successfully argued 
that the matter was moot. 
In 1971, lengthy hearings 
were conducted in Mann Supe­ 
rior Court in connection with 
Magee’s codefendant, Angela 
Davis, to determ ine if the 
grand jury which indicted her 
and Magee was racist. 
At the end of the hearings. 
which included testimony by 
four judges who said they had 
sought out blacks when nomi­ 
nating grand jurors, Judge 
Richard E. Amason ruled that 
the grand jury was not unrepre­ 
sentative of the community. 
He said that no evidence had 
been presented to show that 
‘ any of the judges had con­ 
sciously. deliberately, intention­ 
ally arbitrarily or otherwise 
discriminated against any de­ 
finable class" of citizens. 
Miss Davis and her attorneys 
had charged that black, young 
and poor persons had been ex­ 
cluded by superior court judges 
in making nominations for the 
grand jury 
Miss Davis, after her case 
was severed from Magee’s, lat­ 
er was acquitted of murder and 
conspiracy charges following a 
trial here 
Magee then stood trial in San 
Francisco, but a jury last April 
deadlocked 11-1 for acquittal on 
the murder charge and 11-1 for 
conviction on the kidnap. 
He is scheduled for retrial 
beginning May 28 
He now faces only a kidnap 
charge stemming from the vio­ 
lence which ended in the death 
of Judge Harold J Haley, after 
the judge, three women jurors 
and then Deputy Dist 
Atty.

Volunteer Bureau 
Honors Two 'Angels7

Two “ angels of m ercy” were 
honored 
iast 
week for their 
work for the Volunteer Bureau 
of Marin. 
The work which Hal McDa­ 
niel and William F. Berry did 
was so outstanding and of such 
value to the needy of the county 
that the special tribute was 
paid to them at the 10th annual 
luncheon of the bureau. 
McDaniel, the kind of man 
who goes far beyond what is 
norm ally expected of a volun­ 
teer worker, once took an elder­ 
ly lady from the hospital to her 
home in the housing project at 
Pilgrim Park, what would have 
been an ordinary assignm ent, 
but . . . 
When he got her home, the 
lady found that one of two 
C olorado blue sp ru ce tre e s 
which she had planted and nur­ 
tured at her home, had been cut 
down, probably by some un­ 
thinking person who wanted it 
for a C hristm as tree. 
Not content with just consol­ 
ing her. McDaniel went into 
action 
He scrounged around 
until he found a nursery- with a 
sim ilar blue spruce tree in a 
tub , . . and a generous nursery­ 
man. <It was all decorated for 
C hristm as and the nurserym an 
yielded to McDaniel's persua 
>ion that it become a gift to the 
elderly lady.) 
“ We moved that tree to her 
home without the loss of so 
much as a string of tinsel,” he 
said 
“ When she saw it. she 
cried for joy.”

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Nor does he think anything of 
giving up a holiday or tim e to 
help others. 
Just show him a need, and 
M cD aniel goes into actio n . 
Through the bureau, he heard 
of an elderly woman in Marin 
City whose daughter had died, 
leaving six children. The wom­ 
an was doing the washing for 
those six children by hand. It 
was suggested that McDaniel 
might find her a washing m a­ 
chine 


Within IO minutes, he located 
a dealer happy to give one to 
her. “Could she use a d rier 
too?” the m erchant asked 
“ /Anyone with a washing m a­ 
chine needs a d rier,” McDaniel 
answered. He got both and took 
them to the wom an’s home and 
installed them . 


He and his wife, Rosalee, live 
at 545 Wilson Avenue, Novato. 
About 18 months ago, he said, 
he was “ between jobs,” and 
wanted som ething to do. So he 
went to the Volunteer Bureau. 
Soon he was given jobs of all 
sorts for the bureau. 
Barry has put in about 1.500 
hours and driven 12,000 miles 
helping the elderly and indigent 
to keep doctor appointments. 
“ Each person takes about an 
hour of tim e and IO miles of 
driving,” he said. He averages 
six to eight persons a day, 
taking them to and from their 
medical appointments. 
“These people are all grateful 
because without outside help, 
they could not get to the doc­ 
tor,” he said. 
Sometim es his help goes be­ 
yond just driving them in his 
car. He has been called on to 
help them get dressed, lift them 
out of bed into wheelchairs and 
then lift them into the car. 
Barry and his wife, Virginia. 
live at 140 Vista Grande, San 
Anselmo. 
Barry, 56, had his own lithog­ 
raphy busness until he retired 
six years ago. 
"I had tim e on my hands and 
l>eople told me about the Volun­ 
teer Bureau. Little by little I 
became attached to it until I 
was driving the people to see 
their doctor six days a w eek,” 
he said.

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HOW TO KEEP WELL

Kids In Substandard Housing 
Main Lead Poisoning Victims 


Lead poisoning (plumbism) is relatively 
common in infants and children living in 
substandard housing. Many of these young­ 
sters have slightly above norm al limits of 
lead in their system s, but no evidence of 
poisoning, in that they have no symptoms. 
This situation has created many highly 
emotional sociologic controversies, 
mainly 
because there is fear that some of the 
children will suffer irreversible brain dam ­ 
age. Those at risk are children who have 
consum ed larg e am ounts of 
__________ 
lead over long periods of time 


th e: SOCIOECONOMIC as­ 
pect enters the picture because 
most of the toddlers and chil­ 
dren ingest lead in paint and 
plaster from pre-World War II 
hom es and from re p a in ted 
cribs, furniture, and window 
sills. 


Other sources of the metal 
include fruit sprayed with in­ 
secticides, newspapers, books, 
toothpaste tubes, face powders, 
lead soldiers and toys, certain 
colored crayons, w ater colors, 
chalk, 
magazines 
printed on 
recycled paper, and modeling 
clay. 
Lead may also be inhaled 
from fumes, dust, street dirt, 
and su rfa c e soils. In m any 
neighborhoods 
where 
m ainte­ 
nance is poor, children are con­ 
stantly picking and eating the 
flakes of old lead-based paint 
from walls. Pica is the name 
given a craving for unnatural 
articles. 


MOST OE' THE lead enters 
the body through the stomach 
and intestines. Lesser amounts 
come in through the skin or 
lungs From the blood it travels 
to the tissues of the body and is 
deposited in the bones, liver, 
kidney, pancreas, brain, hair, 
nails, and elsewhere Some is 
excreted via the kidneys and 
stool. 
While in the circulation, lead 
causes changes in the blood 
cells. Destruction of the brain 
cells also may oecur along with 
n erv e d am ag e. M any sy m p ­ 


toms are blam ed on lead even 
though the am ount in the blood 
or hair is not too high Manifes­ 
tations of plum bism include hy­ 
p e ra ctiv ity , p sychom otor d is­ 
t u r b a n c e s . 
s l o w n e s s

perform ance, slight intelligence 
d e f e c t s , a n d p e r s o n a l i t y 
changes.

IN DEFINITE lead poison­ 
ing, there is constipation, ab­ 
dominal colic, fatigue, head­ 
ache, m uscular aching, anem ia, 
and stippling of certain white 
cells. A “ lead line” is often 
seen 
on 
the 
gum s. 
X ray 
changes also are noted. 


C o n s i d e r a b l e r e s e a r c h is 
being done to find a reliable 
test to detect lead poisoning in 
ifs carty stages This is needed 
to recognize children who are 
exposed to lead and prevent 
them from developing perm a­ 
nent brain dam age due to en­ 
cephalitis.

Impact Ruled Slight 


Construction of about 30 town­ 
houses as phase three of the 
Skylark project in Larkspur 
would have only two “ signifi­ 
cant adverse environmental im­ 
pacts,” according to a report on 
the proposed project: loss of 
view and loss of open space. 


(The project would be next to 
the existing 454 apartments of 
the Skylark project > 
Both effects, however, could 
be mitigated by careful place­ 
ment of the townhouses on the 
7.2-acre site above Magnolia 
Avenue, the report said. 
John E. Roberto, city plan­ 
ning director, today said the 
report erroneously said that 34 
units would be allowed at the 
site under the city’s slope ordi­ 
nance. whereas 28 is the actual

The elder Narell started sev­ 
eral steel drum groups among 
the young street gangs of the 
community. More than 20 such 
bands sprang up citywide. 
Narell had a set of steel 
drums made for his own fami­ 
ly Andy and his older brother. 
Jeff, quickly became leading

An Analysis Of The 
Pro Tennis League 
Sonoma Aide Trumbo Quits 


It’s almost time for the World Team Tennis 
season to begin and I am really curious to see how 
successful this latest sporting venture will be. 
The World Team Tennis schedule officially 
starts May 6, but the Golden Gaters’ first outing is 
Wednesday, May 8, against the Denver Racquets 
in the Oakland Coliseum. 
Like the Warriors basketball team and the 
Seals hockey team, the Golden Gaters are trying 
to cling to the San Francisco image rather than 
the cross-bay community of Oakland. Although all 
their home games are played in the Oakland 
Coliseum, they are still the Golden State Warriors 
and the California Golden Seals. 
The Golden Gaters will be playing their home 
games in the Oakland Coliseum and their business 
office is in Emeryville, one of the suites in the 
Watergate Tower. (No. not THAT Watergate.) I 
can see why Golden Gaters organizers shrugged 
off the title of Emeryville Gaters, but to put 
Oakland in front of their name would not have 
been all that bad. 


THEIR TEAM emblem is a tennis racket with 
a drawing of a tennis ball over the Golden Gate 
Bridge superimposed over the string of the racket. 
It all looks very much like a San Francisco team. 
Running the operation as general manager is 
Jerry Diamond of Tiburon, many years a public 
relations executive in San Francisco. 
To me, tennis has always been an individual 
sport, about as individual as any sport could be. It 
was one player against the other (at least in 
singles), neither getting aid f^om outside sources. 
No matter how good a football running back was, 
he needed help and cooperation from his guards 
and tackles to be effective. In tennis, at least in 
the past, the singles player was on his own. 


THERE WILL still be singles matches in the 
WTT, but the results will be used on a team basis, 
the number of games won by all team members 
totaled for the final results. 
There even will be halftimes at the WTT 
matches. The scoring system for the 16-team 
league will include a six-set, two-half format. It 
works like this: 
In the first half, one set of each of three 
events (women’s singles, men’s singles and mixed 
doubles) is played. Then comes a halftime inter­ 
mission of 15 minutes. This is followed by one set 
of each event, played in the identical order as the 
sets in the first half. 


W ITH ONP] major exception, each of the six 
sets will be played under the traditional rules of 
tennis. The first player to win six games wins the 
set, but sets must be won by a margin of two 
games, with nine-point tiebreakers played in any 
set tied at 6-all. The exception is that in WTT 
there is no deuce or advantage. The first player to 
win four points wins the game. 
When the six matches are completed, the 
games will be totaled and the team with the 
highest number wins. In other words, a 6-1 loss 
can really hurt a team, much more than a loss of 
6-4 or 7-6. 
Terms such as “ trades” and “ draft choices” 
don’t seem right for tennis, but now those are the 
correct words. The last player the Golden Gaters 
obtained — 23-year-old Dick Bohrnstedt — was 
acquired from Hawaii in trade along with Russia’s 
Alex Metreveli for Ann Kiyomura. The Gaters 
subsequently traded Metreveli to the New York 
Sets for a 1975 first round draft choice. They made 
that move because when the Gaters acquired Roy 
Emerson from New York they exchanged their 
first round pick and Tom Gorman for the Austra­ 
lian star. 


THE CURRENT Golden Gaters team consists 
of Emerson, Bohrnstedt, Frew McMillan, Lesley 
Hunt, liana Kloss and Barbara Downs. Margaret 
Court is also on the team but because she’s 
pregnant won’t play until the 1975 season. 
It should all be very interesting. Tennis is in 
such a boom period as a participant sport, I 
wonder if the trend will continue on the spectator 
level. The number of viewers, of course, will be 
the determining factor if the team tennis concept 
is to survive. 


Bill Trumbo, who forged 
championship basketball teams 
at Sonoma State College, has 
resigned as head coach and 
athletic director to become 
head coach at Santa Rosa Jun­ 
ior College. 
The junior college s board of 
trustees approved Trumbo’s ap­ 
pointment iast night, a spokes­ 
man said this morning. He will 
replace Hank Cooper, who will 
remain as a teacher in the 
physical education department. 
“ I would like to reserve com­ 
ment.” Trumbo said this morn­ 
ing. “ There will be a press 
release coming out on this 
thing." 
The appointment came as a 
mild surprise to Sonoma State 


President Thomas H. McGrath. 
"I haven’t talked to him since 
last Thursday, when we ex 
plored the advantages and dis­ 
advantages.” 
One of Santa Rosa s attrac­ 
tions for Trumbo was a finan 
dally stable situation in the 
athletic department, McGrath 
said 
“ It’s been a struggle here 
developing financial support in 
the community,” McGrath said. 
He’s done a first-rate job, but 
it's been a hell of a lot of work. 
One of the things that influ­ 
enced him was the thought of 
moving into an established pro­ 
gram with an established budg­ 
et and resources to back it up."

Trumbo cit 
ed the situation last spring 
when he resigned to accept a 
coaching job at his alma mater.

He will 
teach physical education activi­ 
ty classes, but will not be ath 
let ic director and will not coach 
any sport besides basketball 
Trumbo, 35, lives in Santa 
Rosa.

Trumbo coached at Garden 
Grove High School and Culver-

When No Fish, 
Stoy In Bed 


Some days it doesn’t pay to get out of bed. If 
you read last Friday’s column on the forecasted 
weekend bass and sturgeon fishing, you should 
have stayed in bed! 
Saturday at the Loch Lomond 
Harbor, about 40 boats checked 
in with five sturgeon and one 
striper. The striper was 17 
inches long, caught by Stan 
Bola of Terra Linda. He’s 
champ for the week! I’ll bet 
when he landed that monster he 
never suspected that he would 
have top fish. 
It s tunny to hear the com­ 
ments from all the pros around 
the harbor area when fishing is 
lousy. Larry Mah came in 
about 9 a m. from The Brothers 
w here he and his gang had been 
“shiner drifting.” Said Mah: 
“We got out there too late!" To 
late? I wonder how early he 
usually starts, when he's al­ 
ready coming in at nine. 
“Two Rod” Kennedy said, “I 
spent all day once last week for 
salmon and not a fish. Used 60 
gallons of gas! Owning a gas 
station around here is like own­ 
ing an oil well!" 
It was cold down at the har­ 
bor too. with the wind busting 
out of the fog bank which was 
overhanging much of the bay. 
Yep, some days it doesn’t pay 
to get out of bed 
Tomorrow morning starts a 
five-day series of minus tides. 
It’s abalone, clam, cockle and 
poke pole fishing time. The 
annual mussel quarantine time 
has arrived, according to the 
Health Department’s latest re­ 
port. Clams are considered as 
edible, though it is recommend­ 
ed that the black parts of the 
dams be discarded. The red 
tide season has no ill effects on 
the muscle part of the abalone 
that you eat. Cockles could be 
dangerous because the stomach 
contents are part of the cockle 
used for food. Mussels should 
be strictly avoided — they can 
be deadly poisonous 
The abalone laws are about 
the same as always with the 
limit at five per person with a 
seven-inch size limit on the 
reds. Hie new law on abalone 
irons was made to eliminate the 
cutting or gouging of under­ 
sized abalone. Your abalone 
iron should be straight (not 
curvedi. be no longer than 36 


inches, with a width of at least 
three quarters of an inch, and 
with the blade at least one 
sixteenth of an inch thick, the 
edges rounded. 
A thing to watch for: Day­ 
light saving time is now in 
effect. Most tide books were 
printed with the Daylight Sav­ 
ing Time change going into 
effect on Sunday, April 28. So, if 
you are figuring, say, tomor­ 
row's tide which currently 
reads “Wednesday. April 24, 
6:47 a rn. *1.0” you would add 
one hour to the 6:47 time mak­ 
ing the low at the Golden Gate 
at 7:47 a.m. Don’t knock it: this 
gives you an extra hour of 
sleep!

You 
won t be able to return it to the 
wild, you won't be able to keep 
it long as a pet, and you won’t 
be able to find a suitable home 
in captivity for it. 
Give that pretty little fawn a 
chance to survive. Look at it, 
photograph it, but don't touch 
it!

tions,” Bates said 
The message was delivered in 
a manner similar to some ear­ 
lier SLA communiques, deliv­ 
ered by mail to the Sacramento 
Bee.
